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Gorst warns mayors of capital loss 


Greater Victoria mayors 
should resolve to campaign 
vigorously in 1974 to keep 
Vancouver from becoming the 
effective capital of British 
Columbia, says NDP 
Esquimalt MLA Jim Gorst. 

More and more government 
functions are being shifted to 
the lower mainland each 
month, Gorst said. 

“1 am surprised that 
municipal leaders and the 


business community are not 
more alarmed by this loss.” 

Gorst said' a rapid 
expansion in office space is 
needed in 1974 or Victoria will 
lose more government 
functions to Vancouver. 

His own top priority for 1974 
is to lobby for the 
establishment of a capital 
commission, similar to one in 
Ottawa, to plan office 
development and 


beautification for Greater 
Victoria. 

The commission would see 
that Victoria gets the office 
space needed to keep 
government departments 
here. 

Gorst said the drift to the 
mainland has become more 
pronounced in the past few 
years, beginning with a Social 
Credit plan for a 55-storey 
provincial government 
building in Vancouver. This 


has been scaled down by the 
NDP but the transfer of 
functions to the mainland 
continues. 

Vancouver was selected for 
the headquarters of the 
Insurance Corporation of 
B.C., rather than Victoria. 

The Land Commission 
headquarters has been lost by 
Victoria to Burnaby. 

The B.C. Energy 
Commission has gone to 
Vancouver. 


The B.C. Petroleum 
Commission has gone to 
Vancouver. 

“I’m surprised the Greater 
Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce is not more vocal 
about this issue. The 
government service is the 
type of industry Victoria 
wants. 

“Vancouver is the centre of 
heavy industry. That’s fine. 
But there is no reason why it 
should get the government 


services as well. I don’t buy 
the argument that the offices 
have to be in the centre of 
population. How many people 
walk into the B.C. Hydro 
building to pay their bills? 
They mail their cheques in.” 

Gorst said the key to the 
campaign to keep government 
services here would be 
legislation implementing a 
capital commission. 

He said he would make a 
speech early in the session, 


opening in February, calling 
for speedy passage of the 
proposed legislation. 

“I hope local municipal 
leaders will support this.” 

He said there was no sign 
that Ottawa was giving up its 
government offices to 
Toronto, which is a much 
larger city. 

Victorians could point to the 
example of Ottawa that 
government services should 
remain in the capital city.

for fifty 


Fifty men and women on Vancouver Island who had critical 
leart problems moved into the new year alive and well because 
| I sophisticated new form of surgery came to Victoria this year. 

In a community where hospital development has been slow 
f in recent years, the open heart surgery program started at 
Royal Jubilee Hospital last July is one of fbe highlight* of 1973 . 

Open heart surgery — operating on the heart at rest, while 
a heart-lung machine cleanses and circulates the patient's 
blood — together with new surgical techniques have enabled 
doctors to solve problems which caused death a decade or so 
ago. 

Last week the 51st patient had his heart stopped for repairs 
at Jubilee. Fifty of these men and women, crippled by their 
heart troubles, have returned to something close to normal 
i lives. One patient died on the operating room table when his 
ieart could not be re-started. 

It’s a “very fine record” and the doctors, nurses and 
l echnical staff are to be congratulated, said Dr. A. C. Pickles, 
lubilee's executive director. 

Of the 44 patients to mid-month, the latest date for which a 
I statistical breakdown is available, 30 were male and 14 female 
and they ranged in age from 22 to 64 

Twenty-five were residents of the Capital district, the other 
19 from more distant points on Vancouver Island. Jubilee has 
the only open heart unit on the island. Three hospitals in Greater 
Vancouver undertake open heart surgery. 

Twenty-eight of the 44 cases involved the so-called 
“bypass” operation, where tiny sections of vein from the 
patient’s leg are grafted to the heart's arferies, providing a 
I bypass around an obstruction. 

As many as three bypasses were precisely sutured in place 
for some of these patients. 

Diseased heart valves were replaced with man-made valves 
or congenital heart defects were repaired in the other 16 cases. 

The bypass operation is a mechanical means of dealing with 
the worst heart problem facing westerp man — arteriosclerosis 
— hardening of the arteries. 

The heart is a muscle needing blood to nourish it. When the 
arteries carrying that blood become obstructed, part of the 
heart muscle starves and the patient suffers a heart attack. 

Not all patients are suitable for the bypass operation. The 
obstruction must be at a point in the artery where there is suf¬ 
ficient size fo sew a bypass around it. 

Open heart surgeons have been aided by development of 
sophisticated diagnostic techniques. Cardiologists release film- 
sensitive dye into a patient’s bloodstream and are able to 
assemble moving films called angiograms which show artery 
obstructions. 

In effect, the angiograms provide surgeons with a three- 
dimensional map in advance of the operation.

Thev 
were, Myron Zarry, 25, and 
Shirley Ferguson, both of 
Ladysmith, and Elliott’s 
wife, Ingrid, 33, who had just 
returned home from a trip 
to Germany.

Elliott’s father, Stuart 
Hunter Elliott, 57, and his 
mother, Lois Phoebe, 53, as 
well as a 14-year-old boy were 
arrested and charged Dec. 17, 
after police raided a 
farmhouse on the Old 
Cowichan take Road.

Fiery irishman gives up 


“He won the fight and he 
gave up.” 

I This is how the widow of Pat 
f Codyre, 72, the fiery little 
‘ Irishman who defied B.C. 

Ii Hydro for more than three 
► years, described his death on 
Christmas Day. 

Codyre died peacefully, 
sitting in an easy chair in his 
home at 1890 Munn, which he 
had refused to leave after his 
property had been 
expropriated by Hydro. 

Long after his neighbors 
had given up trying to save 
their homes, Codyre fought 
on. 

“He was alone,” Marie 
Codyre said this week,” All 


the others ran away and you 
really can’t blame them. 
Some had children, some were 
ill, others worked for Hydro or 
the government. 

“But Pat was an Irishman 
and a fighter. He loved it. 
When the fight ended, he 
ended.” 

Her spunky composure left 
her for a moment as she 
described her husband’s last 
moments. “He told me he 
could see a lovely green lawn, 
it was probably a glimpse of 
the home up there, which I 
believe in.” 

Her possessions piled in 
heaps, to be given away to 


friends, she looked out of her 
living room on the four acres 
Codyre had called home for 19 
years. 

The looming power lines 
towered over the scars that 
had led to their erection. 

She told how more than 260 
of the evergreen trees she and 
her husband had loved had 
been felled. 

She pointed to the northern 
black cottonwood tree still 
standing in the front yard and 
the scrub tree to which her 
clothes line was strung in the 
back. 

She related how, when the 


two trees were due to be 
downed, she had placed her 
hands in a motion of prayerful 
supplication and the workman 
had relented. 

Quietly, she relived some of 
the years-long battle her 
husband had waged with 
Hydro. 

“Hydro didn’t play fair,” 
she said, “They cut off <*ir 
water, they broke our pipes 
and the septic tank. They had 
eight fires going. We had to go 
down into the basement in 
order to be able to breath. 
They wanted to smoke us 
out.” 

Left forgotten on a wall was 


a newspaper article, in which 
Dr. Ross Adey, of the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, cited the effect that 
electrical fields, set up by 
power lines, had on the human 
brain. 

Her eyes dwelt on the 
clipping, moved to the power 
lines outside. 

“They (the power lines)” 
she said, “made my hair fall 
out and parched Pat’s throat. 
They helped to kill him.” 

Today she left the home that 
became a battlefield for her 
and her husband in his last 
years, to move into a West 
Burnside apartment.

conviction last April for 
possession of hashish for the 
purpose of trafficking. 

Ostler sentenced Myers to 
30 days in jail. 

George Wellington Glenn, 
25, of Vancouv Vancouver, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
possession of one-half ounce of 
MDA Dec. 27 in Victoria and 
admitted a 1971 Vancouver 
conviction for trafficking in 
marijuana. 

Unlike Myers, he had 
completed probation for that 
offence. Ostler fined Glenn 
$400 and put him on probation 
for a further year. 

David Brunt, 43, no fixed 
address, was sentenced by 
Judge Edmond Jorre de St. 
Jorre to six months in a 
detention unit for alcoholics. 
Brunt admdletL causing a 
disturbanceMastVriday by 
being drurjk in the liquor store 
at 1480 GcVernment. 

Testimony showed police 
found him lying on the floor 
inside the store at about 5 p.m. 
Brunt had been released from 
jail only a few hours before 
after being held overnight for 
drunkenness. 

For David Arthur Wolfe of 
I^adner, it was third time 
unlucky on Saturday.

TEL AVIV - Prime 
Minister Golda Meir lost some 
ground in Israel’s national 
election Monday but managed 
to hold enough Labor Party 
seats to retain control of the 
120-seat Knesset 
i parliamentt 

The Labor Party narrowly 
managed to turn back a 
determined bid fo-. power by 
Menahem Begin’s rightist 
Iikud coalition. 

Outcome of the voting, 
which was still being counted 
at press time, was expected to 
have an important bearing on 
the outcome of Arab-Israeli 
peace talks in Geneva. Meir’s 
declared stance is to pursue 
peace through territorial 
compromise. 

Likud, on the other hand, 
was urging voters to elect new 
leaders who would avoid a 
“sell-out” at Geneva. 

Opinion polls before the 
election correctly predicted a 
close contest and a serious 
threat to the Labor coalition 
which in one form or another 
has governed Israel since its 
creation 25 years ago. 

A Cairo newspaper said 
Egyptians had been firing 
shells containing election 
leaflets, in Hebrew, behind 
Israeli Unes. The leaflets were 
said to urge Israeli soldiers 
not to vote for the “thieves” 
and “liars" who have 
deceived them. 

NEW YORK - The U.S. 
energy crisis forced many, 
New York City policemen to 
pound the beat on foot at the 
weekend instead of cruising in 
patrol cars. 

The foot patrol order was 
given when the police 
department’s gas supply for 
the month neared exhaustion. 

A police department 
spokesman denied the 
situation was precarious and 
that essential services were 
being cut.

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Great balls of fire! 


Kohoutek sparks 


a frenzy of star-gazing in 


Victoria 


As great balls of fire go, it’s 
only one of the greatest. 

Comet Kohoutek may not be 
the ultimate in celestial 
fireworks or the tail of the 
century, but it’s certainly the 
most publicized comet ever. 

And Victorians, like 
earthbound creatures 
elsewhere, are caught up in 
the sky-watching frenzy as 
Kohoutek scorches its way 
through the outer reaches of 
jspace. 

• While astronomers at 
bominion Astrophysical 
.Observatory in Saanich 
Earnestly study this heavenly 


body’s vital statistics, 
amateur stargazers of all ages 
are turning out in their scores 
to observe its fiery progress. 

As just one indicator of the 
comet fever that’s gripped 
Greater Victoria, a local 
dealer in optical instruments 
reports that during December 
he sold his entire stock of 280- 
power astronomical 
'telescopes — at $160 each. 

“And I could have sold more 
if I’d had them,’’ he said 
ruefully. 

Kathy, the attractive 
switchboard girl at the 


observatory on Little Saanich 
Mountain, was getting many 
telephone calls from residents 
asking about Kohoutek that in 
desperation she asked one of 
the astronomers to draft an 
explanatory script for her to 
read. 

And, meanwhile, there are 
those who are getting freaked 
out on Kohoutek’s significance 
as a portent or omen. 

Circulating in Victoria are 
copies of a pamphlet 
published by the Children of 
God fundamentalist sect, 
which has this gripping title: 

“What will the Christmas 


monster bring? Geologic 
cataclysms? Political 
catastrophe? Economic 
chaos? New world order? 
Great confusion? Energy 
crisis? Atomic war? End of 
the world?’’ 

The sect’s leader, Moses 
David, points out in some 
blood-curdling prose that 
comets have nearly always 
signalled some major 
disaster, and concludes with 
the chill warning: “If you’re 
not ready, you’d better get 
ready.” 

Back on Little Saanich 
Mountain, astronomer Frank 


Younger has a surprisingly 
simple explanation for the 
rxipularity of Kohoutek. 

“It has had a tremendous 
heralding,” he says. “People 
like things like comets 
because they're pretty and 
nice, and you don’t see them 
all the time.” 

Younger said when the 
comet was first detected last 
March by Czech astronomer 
Lubos Kohoutek, of the 
Hamburg observatory, it was 
extraordinarily bright 
considering that its point in 
orbit was then at an enormous 
distance from the sun. 


Although Kohoutek has 
passed its perihelion, or point 
of closest approach to the sun 
at a scant 13 million miles, 
things for the next week or so 
can only get better, comet- 
wise. 

“The comet going away 
from the sun is more 
spectacular than coming to 
the sun, so hopefully this will 
be a beautiful naked-eye 
comet,” said Younger. 

The interesting 
phenomenon is that 
Kohoutek’s tail has now 
reversed itself, so to speak, 
and is preceding the comet as 


it speeds away from the sun. 

The tail is actually a 
gaseous envelope enclosing 
the comet. As the comet nears 
the sun this envelope is 
pressed further and further 
away from Hie sun by tlie 
solar wind, a force of 
radiation and light from the 
sun. 

Thus, as the comet moves 
away from the sun, the tail 
will be blown ahead of it. In 
Kohoutek’s case, some 
astronomers have estimated 
it is anywhere from 50 to 100 
million miles long. 


For those residents who 
have been craning necks 
skyward muttering "Where is 
the flaming thing?” Younger 
suggests the place to look is 
fairly low in the southwestern 
sky. just after sunset. 

The most rewarding time to 
start the heavenly search 
could be from about Friday, 
weather conditions 
permitting, and Kohoutek will 
likely be at its most 
spectacular around Jan. 8. 

It’s too bad if you don’t see 
it, as you won’t get another 
chance at Kohoutek for about 
75,000 years.

•the centre, the provincial 
^government has donated 
$300,000, Greater Victoria 
.municipalities $100,000 and 
“ private estate and society 
donations the rest. 

„ Pleas for capital funding 
have been turned down three 
times this year by the federal 

* [urban affairs department, by 
Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation and 
recently by the health and 
welfare department. 

The long-proposed Battin- 
Fielding complex on Vernon 
near Saanich municipal hall is 
[one of Canada’s most 
ambitious attempts to provide 
*• modern community living for 
the handicapped. 

The main housing section, 
'•which includes a 60-suite 
apartment for handicapped 
land senior citizens and 19 
townhouses, was opened in 
.November by Urban Affairs 
Minister Ron Basford. 

Also planned for the six- 
, acre site are the activity 
centre, a 50-unit Anavets 
apartment and a 26-room 
hostel sponsored by 
Vancouver Island Housing

Disabled.

P.E. school go-ahead 


A site will be chosen within 
the next two months for an 
experimental elementary 
school in Victoria which will 
stress physical education. 

The new school has already 
been approved in principle by 
Greater Victoria school board 
and is expected to open in 
September. 

It will confine normal 
academic work to the 


mornings and devote every 
afternoon to physical 
activities, as well as music 
and art. 

Dr. John Wiens, director of 
instruction for Greater 
Victoria School District, 
would not Reveal the names of 
the nine schools being 
considered, but did say that 
Burnside and South Park 
would probably be 
disqualified as unsuitable. 


The school was first 
proposed to the board by Dr. 
Fred Martens of the 
University of Victoria 
physical education 
department. 

“I’ve been interested for a 
long time in doing something 
in elementary physical 
education,” said Martens. “It 
has for a long time been 
recognized as the weak area 


Retirement—ouch! 


Seated at home in an easy 
chair, his right foot bandaged 
and propped up on a pouffe, 
crutches leaning against the 
wall, George Nelson White 
contemplated his first day of 
retirement Tuesday. 

It wasn’t quite the way he 
had it planned. 

But being a fireman has its 
hazards, as 59-year-old White, 
of 105 Island Highway, knows 
only too well. 

A 33-year veteran of 
Victoria Fire Department, 
White, a lieutenant, was an 
hour from finishing his shift — 
and entering retirement — 
when he twisted his leg and 
hip while mopping up after 
fighting a fire in a three- 
storey frame residence at 166 


Medina early Monday 
morning. 

He was the only casualty in

the fire which broke out at 
5:20 a.m., sending eight 
people scampering to safety, 
and causing $15,000 damage. 

"I’d rather not talk about 
it,” said the burly fireman, 
who had only one other minor 
accident, back in 1945, during 
his long career. “It’s 
embarrassing to end your 
career on a stretcher.” 

White stepped into a hole in 
the floor from which the cover 
mi a heating register had been 
removed. It was pitch black 
and he couldn't see. He was 
taken to Victoria General 
Hospital where he was treated 
and released. 

The injury will mean 
postponement of a retirement 
holiday to San Diego he and 
his wife had planned. 


in the public school 
program.” 

In terms of physical 
education facilities, staff and 
budget allocations, 
elementary schools usually 
lose out compared with 
secondary schools, said 
Martens. 

He got the idea for an 
elementary school 
emphasizing physical 
education from a 10-year 
experiment in Vanves, 
France, in which children did 
physical activities every 
afternoon. 

Results showed the students 
did just as well academically, 
were more independent, 
matured more quickly, were 
healthier, and controlled their 
aggressions better. 

Martens and other UVic 
physical education faculty put 
the Vanves idea into practice 
last spring in a three-week 
pilot project at Cordova Bay 
elementary. 

Reaction from both Cordova 
Bay teachers and pupils was 
encouraging, said Martens, 
and he concluded that the 
program could be "a highly 
superior * alternative to 
conventional programs.” 

The current project will 
establish the special school for 
a longer period. Martens 
hopes it will be for five years 
at least. 


The paint industry in 
Victoria died this week. 

Only the ghosts and the 
watchmen are left to brood 
over the century-old Bapco 
Paint plant and to wait for the 
bulldozers. 

In the New Year a hotel 
complex is due to rise in its 
place, but it is unlikely that 
tourist-oriented industry will 
have much room for the men 
now out of work because of the 
decision to consolidate the 
paint-making industry in 
Vancouver. 

Of the 200 employees who 
had regular employment with 
the company, only a handful 
were left Dec. 31 to watch the 
end of the Victoria operation 
— and they were given the day 
off. 

The $2 million payroll is lost 
to Victoria, and the men who 
worked at the Belleville Street 
plant over its long history are 
scattered. 

Thirty-five are still looking 
for other employment. 

Of the 35, about 25 have been 
at the plant for more than 10 
years, while 16 have worked 
there for 25 years. 

Some of them may take a 
special Manpower course and 
become janitors, probably at 
less money than they earned 
at Bapco. 

But for a while they will live 
on their severance pay — and 
that will be a little higher than 
they had expected on the basis 
of a last contract negotiated 
by Local 1947, Paint, Varnish 
and Allied Workers Union. 

The union local died with the 
Victoria operation, but its last 

act was to negotiate a new 
contract to replace the one 
which expired Nov. 19, and to 
give an eight per cent wage 
hike. 

The oldest remaining

employee, J. E. Hoggarth, 
had been with the company 
for almost half its life. 

He would have celebrated 50 
years there on Feb. 24, and 
he’s headed for retirement. 
Others will go to B.C. Hydro, 
some to drive buses.

will be at Town and Country 
shopping centre behind a 
desk, trying to find 


employment for his former 
workmates. 

He said it’s not easy to find 
work for men in their 40s or 
50s. 

“People just don’t want to 
hire them — and it’s hard for 
them to move to new jobs at 
their time of life. 

“I’m nearly 62 years old — 
where do I go from here?”

El Paso Natural Gas has 
declined to pay the higher 
price for natural gas which 
the provincial government 
established last month, an 81 
per cent increase over 
previous prices. 

Rhodes would not say that 
the export cutback is being 
recommended because of El 
Paso’s refusal to pay more. 
But he said Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald has already 
informed El Paso of the 
recommendation to the 
National Energy Board. 

El Paso has contracted with 
B.C. suppliers to take 809 
million cubic feet of gas per 
day but this has been cut 
recently because of 
production problems in some 
northern B.C. fields. 

Rhodes said American 
customers, have not been 
paying the increased price 
for B.C. natural gas, which 
became payable on Christmas 


Day after going into effect 
Nov. 1. B.C. Hydro, another 
buyer of B.C. natural gas, is 
paying tne increased price. 

The National Energy Board, 
he said, will meet in Ottawa 
this week to determine 
whether El Paso is in violation 
of its export licence, which 
requires it to pay 105 per cent 
of the domestic price charged 
for natural gas, which puts the 
price to El Paso at about 61 
cents per thousand cubic feet, 
up from the previous level of 
33 cents. 

In a related development, a 
meeting between B.C. and 
Washington State officials to 
discuss the natural gas 
situation, expected to take 
place in mid-December, will 
now be held Jan. 9. 

Members of the Washington 
legislature's select committee 
on transportatron, taxation 
and energy will meet 

Macdonald so that the 
American group can 

determine B.C.’s policy on 
energy supplies. The 

Americans requested the 
meeting.

The Irish easily ran out the 
clock to earn the MacArthur 
Bowl, a trophy emblematic of 
U.S. college supremacy.

California by whipping the 
Trojans 42-21.

Islanders most improved 


Philadelphia Flyers are 
looking like division cham¬ 
pions and Toronto Maple 
Leafs are again division con¬ 
tenders, but the most im¬ 
proved club in the National 
Hockey League this season is 
still a long way from either 
rating. 

Based on a comparison 
between last season's results 
and current point total, the 
club which has made the most 
progress is the New York 
Islanders. 

A week away from the 
halfway point of the season, 
the Islanders have almost 
matched the point total they 
managed in their first season, 
when they won 12 games, tied 
six and set a league record by 
getting beaten 60 times. This 
season, the Islanders started 
the new year with a 7-17-11 
slate and with 43 games 
remaining could do no worse 
than tie that 60 -loss record. 

The improvement adds up to 
165 percentage points, from 
the .192 hockey of last season 
to .357. and the Islanders 
managed it with an amazing 
improvement in defensive 
play. They set another record 
last season by permitting 347 
goals, an average of almost 4.5 
goals a game. After 35 games 
this season, they have allowed 
only 108 goals — an average of 


just a trifle more than three 
goals a game. 

Next to the Islanders in 
improving results are the 
Flyers, who finished last 
season tied for second place in 
the West Division although 
playing only .545 hockey. This 
season, the Flyers started the 
new year with a .697 rating, a 
gain of 152 percentage points 
and the second-best record in 
the NHL. Only Boston Bruins, 
topping the East Division 
with .773, have done better. 

The Maple Leafs, who 
finished 24 points away from a 
playoff spot while playing .410 
hockey last season, are a .554 
club this season and right in 
the middle of a three-way 
struggle for the last two 
playoff spots in their division.

Boys need 
men feathers 


One hundred law students 
will be hired as summer 
policemen in nine Canadian 
provinces in 1974, the first full 
year of national operation of a 
scheme started by Victoria 
Chief J. F. Gregory. 

Gregory, who promoted the 
national scheme for several 
years and now helps run it, 
has announced Ottawa has 
made about $250,000 available 
through the justice 
department to meet 1974 bills. 

The B.C. total of 17 students 


will include four in Victoria 
and three in Saanich while the 
national total includes every 
province but Prince Edward 
Island. Victoria will get about 
$10,000 for its four students. 

The scheme is designed to 
show future lawyers, judges 
and MPs the difficulties of 
police work and to improve 
relations between youth and 
police. It began last year on a 
partial-year basis with 70 
students. Gregory said hopes, 
to increase it beyond a total of 
100 in 1975. 


A young boy needs a man to 
look up to. 

And that’s why Victoria 
school officials are listening to 
a suggestion from Don 
Knowles, a University of 
Victoria education professor 
who has just completed a five- 
year study of children in 
primary grades. 

If Knowles ideas are ac¬ 
cepted, there may one day he 
as many men as women 
teaching primary grades, but 
it won’t happen for many 
years Educational experts 
say it will take that long to 
overcome the cultural blocks 
that keep men out of primary 
classroom 

“It’s already been 
established ' that every 
problem facing primary 
students, except student 
phobia, is experienced twice 
as much bv hovs as girls at the 
Grade I level.” says Knowles, 
who organised his research 
project at Richmond 
Elementary School five years 
ago. 

The project was sponsored 
jointly by UVic and the 
Education Research Institute 
of B.C. to measure the effects 
of a male teacher in grade 1 
and probe the possibilities of 
all-boy classes. 

"Though the all-boy Grade 1 


proved more than helpful to 
hoys, it was too expensive for 
the girls who. when they 
graduated to a mixed Grade 2 
class, turned in poorer 
results,” said Knowles. 

He said the project shows 
that although a male teacher 
in every Grade 1 classroom is 
not absolutely necessary, he 
helped the boy students relate 
to school work. 

With a male teacher, boys 
discovered that an interest in 
reading and writing was not 
necessarily female-oriented. 
Good gains in reading were 
achieved when boys 
associated books and writing 
with men. 

The research project, said 
Knowles, pinpointed that the 
main problem was a lack of 
male Grade 1 teachers. 

Only a small number of 
male teachers are interested 
in teaching primary grades. 
"It goes back to the old myth 
that the older the student you 
teach, the brighter you are.” 

A spokesman for Greater 
Victoria school board agreed, 
adding that last year there 
were only "one or two” male 
teachers at Grade 1 level in 
district schools. 

"Teachers,” said Knowles, 
"almost have to apologize for 
being a primary teacher and 
that’s a backward situation.”

A family 
falling-out 
in the wind 




Three unusual incidents at a 
recent Hollywood party plus a 
business deal in the same city 
have provided fuel for 
rumours that All in the 
Family, most popular series 
in TV history, may be losing 
its grip. 

Every successful TV series 
runs into gossip about internal 
trouble — Laugh-In was a 
classic example of that — so it 
figures to happen to the most 
successful of all. 

But seldom has the trouble 
been so public as it has been 
for Tandem Productions, the 
firm of Bud Yorkin and 
Norman Lear, who got the 
idea of converting successful 
English series to U.S. tastes 
and dreamed up All in the 
Family. Sanford and Son and 
Maude. 

First. Yorkin and Lear 
decided to split up after 14 
years, with Lear staying in 
television and Yorkin going 
into movies. Tandem had to be 
sold and CBS is buying it, but 
word of the sale leaked out and 
negotiations are going on in 
public. 

Second, things seemed to be 
all right until the Hollywood 
branch of the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences (the Oscar people) 
decided to honour Yorkin and 
Lear with a banquet. 


All in the Family star 
Carroll O’Connor sent word he 
was too ill to appear and co- 
star Rob Reiner said he had 
another commitment. 

Banquet emcee Steve Allen 
produced a cake for the 50th 
birthday of Sanford and Son’s 
Redd Foxx and asked him to 
come up from the audience. 
Foxx refused to move from his 
table so Allen said the cake 
would be accepted later. Foxx 
got up and stalked out. 

Then came the real disaster. 

Spotlights were flashing 
around the banquet hall to 
pick out stars of Tandem 
series but Bill Macy. who 
portrays Maude's husband 
Walter, could not be found. 

Suddenly there he was 
standing at the main 
microphone and screaming 
obscenities into it. Somebody 
got him off stage but Macy 
came back to scream more 
obscenities before he was 
hauled away for good. 

All in the Family has led the 
U.S. ratings for two seasons 
with an average of more than 
half of the audience for each 
show. In the last month, it has 
lost that lead twice to Sanford 
and Son. 

And one other show is 
making a steadier gain in 
audience than both of the 
Tandem productions — The 
Waltons.

Insurance coverage for all 
B.C. school districts will be 
purchased this year through 
the Insurance Corporation of 
British Columbia, Education 
Minister Eileen Dailly 
announced this week. 

Designed to improve fire 
protection in school buildings 
throughout the province, 
Dailly said new insurance 
coverage will start this month 
and “stabilize school 
insurance in the province.” 

Under the program, she 
said, ICBC will make an 
extensive inspection of all 
schools and make 
recommendations to prevent 
fire losses. Arson was the 
biggest factor in fire losses, 
Dailly said, causing about 74 
per cent of damages in 1973. 

The plan calls for each 
school district to switch to 


ICBC insurance on the 1974 
anniversary of its existing 
coverage and is expected to 
take three to five years to 
complete'. 

ICBC recommendations are 
expected to include wider use 
of masonry construction in 
new buildings, installation of 
sprinklers and concrete fire 
divison walls in some existing 


schools, and the addition of 
fire, smoke and intruder 
alarms. 

Some school construction — 
large undivided wood frame 
buildings without adequate 
fire and smoke detection 
equipment or intruder alarms 
was a major factor in 
consideration of the switch to 
ICBC, the minister said.

B.C. Government 
Employees Union has 
launched a membership drive 
which has recruited 3,000 new 
members in the past year, 
most of them during the fall. 

Membership has increased 
from 18,500 to 21,500, giving 
BCGEU about 70 per cent of 
eligible members. 

Actual membership could 
be higher, said spokesman 
Bruce McLean, because of 


delays in processing 
membership applications. 

Many new members were 
enrolled during a series of 
meetings across the province 
organized by the union to 
explain the new Public 
Service Act to members and 
non-members. 

Under the legislation, which 
is expected to be proclaimed 
early next month, all 
government employees will 


pay union dues, although they 
do not have to join the union. 

“What it amounts to is that 
they all have to pay, so they 
should join to have a say in 
union affairs,” said McLean. 

It is unlikely contract 
bargaining will begin before 
the summer, said McLean. 

First hurdle will be the 
gaining of certification for 
BCGEU, and he hoped that 
application can be made 
within two weeks.

VIEWERS 

Most welcome news for 
television viewers in recent 
weeks should be the B.C. 
government’s decision to go 
on daylight saving time this 
Sunday, the same time as the 
energy-short U.S. makes the 
change.

programs would have been 
changed. As it is, the only 
changes will be on Channel 8 
as CTV reshuffles its schedule 
to match midseason program 
replacements in the U.S.

Fulton named justice 


l^en Michaux is something 
of a pied piper to Greatpr 
Victoria school students. 

In less than three Months he 
has recruited hundreds of 
them to his cause. 

Michaux is a band 
instructor who recruits and 
trains bands in six area 
elementary schools. 

The response, particularly 
at Monterey and Willows, has 
been enthusiastic. Monterey 
now has a band of 108 Grade 6 
Und 7 students, 10 times the 
size of last year’s band.

The elementary school band 
program suffered a blow in 
the 1972-73 school year when 
Greater Victoria school board 
eliminated - Michaux’s 
position, and that of another 
band instructor.

Michaux himself learned a 
lot about bands from his 
father, Emil Michaux, who 
has been band instructor at 
Arbutus junior secondary and 
Mt. Douglas senior secondary 
for years. 

Young Michaux also 
teaches one band class at 
Arbutus and leads the jazz 
band at Mt. Douglas.

chosen craft — scripting 
Hollywood movies — for more 
than 10 years. 

Because in the early 50s, 
when he was scooped in the 
net of Red scares which 
blazed through the ranks of 
left-leaning U.S. writers and 
performers, he told the late— 
but not-lamented — Senator 
Joseph McCarthy from 
Wisconsin to go to blazes and 
refused to name the names of 
any of his associates tarred 
with pink creosote. 

As a result he was 
blacklisted. Trumbo spaat 
what might have been his 
most-productive years as a 
writer in the minor league of 
French and Italian movie 
studios — incidentally turning 
out some minor classics as 
well as churning out dross. 

In the late ’60s, all was 
forgiven and forgotten. And 
Trumbo returned from exile. 

The Hollywood scene is that 
much the richer. 

A keen ear for realistic 
dialogue, a mocking sense of 
the absurd, a deft artist in 
sketching a broad canvas by 
Detailing a little intimacy — 
all the skills that Trumbo 
honed to perfection while 
toiling with such directors as 
Vadim and Fellini — all are 
evident in the lastest in 
production from his 
typewriter, Papillon, now 
showing at the Capitol. 

A tense yarn of indomitable 
courage, raw violence and — 
occasionally — flashes of 
improbably-sardonic humor, 
this film starring Steve 
McQueen and Dustin Hoffman 
hits home on many levels. 

Basically an escape story, 
in the swamps and archaic 
penal institutions of Devil’s 
Island in the early ’30s — the 
story of a man who couldn’t be 
broken, even by seven years 
in solitary confinement — it 
can also be viewed as a 
parable of the quintessential 


desire for freedom which 
bums in everyone. 

While McQueen takes top 
billing as Papillon and turns in 
a top-notch performance — 
especially in the scenes in 
which he suffers the rigors of 
silence, torture and solitary 
confinement — he is still 
basically McQueen, a man 
playing a role, albeit 
excellently. This is really 
Hoffman’s film. 

As Louis Duguay, a 
convicted counterfeiter who 
goes quitely dotty during his 
years of imprisonment, he is 
the man. Not just an actor 
playing a part. 

Squinting myopically at the 
world and enduring the 
hardships of a prison ship 
“until I can get to a civilized 
prison with bribable guards,” 
then buying his way through 
the heirareby of the penal 
colony, Hoffman is the sorry 
spectacle of all of us as we 
really are. McQueen portrays 
us as we would like to be. And 
could be. 

This is a low-key film whose 
real impact slams into you 
only after you have left the 
theatre. But it remains a 
statement worth absorbing — 
even if only on the basic level 
of a taut adventure yam.

VANCOUVER — The B.C.

British Columbia has moved 
from a year Of prosperity to a 
year of uncertainty, according 
to Gordon Draeseke, 
president of the Council of 
Forest Industries. 

Among the problems facing 
the industry this year are the 
energy crisis, uncertain 
market conditions and 
indications the provincial 
government plans to increase 
taxation on forest resources, 
Draeseke said in a year-end 
statement. 

The fact that 30,000 coastal 
IWA woodworkers have a 
contract expiring on June 15 
was another factor creating 
uncertainty. 

Draeseke said the 
indications of increased taxes 
were causing serious concern. 

“The provincial 
government policy which is 
beginning to emerge could 
seriously weaken our basic 
industry if it were 
implemented. 

“We have audited records 
covering 56 per cent of forest 
industry sales from 1966 to 
1972. During these years, sales 
increased by only 64 per cent, 
while company earnings 
declined by 18 per cent and the 
province’s take increased by 
183 per cent,” Draeseke said. 

“Now we hear that 
provincial revenue will be 
increased further to the point 
where some companies could 
go out of business. 

“If the provincial 
government seriously pursues 
such a policy and further 
reduces return on investment, 
new investment in the 
industry will decrease even 
more than it has to date — and 
the current rate of investment 
is clearly unsatisfactory,” he 
said. 

From 1966 to 1972 capital 
used by forest companies 
increased 26 per cent but 


return on investment fell to 4.2 
per cent in 1972 from 5.9 per 
cent in 1966. 

Meanwhile, the energy 
crisis could lead to a shortage 
of ships in Vancouver and 
seriously hamper exports of 
wood products. 

There is a world shortage of 
bunker fuel, the heavy oil used 
in ship’s engines. 

A shortage of ships would 
quickly become very serious 
for the coast forest industry

It's only appropriate that 
the month beginning the new 
year is named after the 
Roman god that mythology 
says had two faces, because 
quite a few people awaken 
after celebrating New Year’s 
Eve feeling as if they had two 
heads. 

January was named after 
Janus, the Roman god of doors 
and gates. He is usually 
represented with two faces, 
according to researchers for 
World Book Encyclopedia. 
One of his faces looks forward 
and the other looks backward. 

In keeping with his two 
faced character, in the nor¬ 
thern parts of the world. Janus 
forces woodchucks and bears 
and other animals into 
hibernation while those in 
southern regions are ex¬ 
periencing their warmest 
month. 

February's name comes 
from the Latin word, 
Fehruarius. It means to 
purify. In ancient Rome, 
February used to he the last 
month of the year. The 
Romans purified themselves 
during this month in 
preparation for the festivities 
of the new year. Later, Julius 
Caesar changed he calendar, 
moving the beginning of the 
year from March to January. 
This changed February into 
the second month of the year. 
The name remained the same, 
however 

March, called Martius by 
the Romans, has traditionally 
marked the end of winter and 
the birth of spring. 

April comes from the Latin 
word, Aprilis, meaning to 
open. The growth and animal 
activity subdued by winter 
hegins to blossom during this 
“opening” month. 

There are several stories 
about how May got its name. 
The most widely accepted is 
that it was named for Maia. 
Roman goddess of spring and 
growth. However, some 
scholars say that May is short 
for Majores. the Latin word 
for older men. They believe 
that May was the month 
sacred to the Roman Majores. 

June, on the other hand, was 
the month Romans set aside 
for Juniores, the young men. 
Another theory is that the 
month was named after Juno, 
the Roman goddess of 
marriage. 

Our seventh month, July, 
was once the fifth month for 
the Romans. It had been 
named Quintilis, meaning 
fifth When Julius Caesar 
readjusted the calendar, 
making January the first 
month, he renamed Quintilius 
after himself, since he was 
horn during that month 

The case was similar for 
August. Originally it was 
called Sextilis, which means 
sixth. It was later renamed to 
honour Emperor Augustus. 
According to tradition. 
Augustus lengthened the 
month to 31 days by taking a 
day from February. 

September, coming from 
Septem. the Latin word for 
seventh, kept its name when 
the calendar was rearranged 
by Caesar, despite the fact it 
became the ninth month. 

October, named after the 
Latin word for eighth, also 
managed to maintain its 
original name, despite at¬ 
tempts by the Roman Senate 
to name it Antoninus after the 
Emperor. Faustinus. after his 
wife, and Tacitus, after an 
historian. 

November, on the other 
hand, named after the Latin 
word for ninth, was about to be 
named after Emperor 
Tiberius Caesar. Tiberius 
instead, declined the honor 
offered him by the Roman 
Senate and left us with 
November. 

The last month. December, 
comes from the Latin word 
Decern, meaning tenth. 
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Cyril Large has done it 
again. 

Last year. Canada's leading 
school chess organizer 
reached a point where no one 
thought he could do better — 
numerically speaking. 

By the time the 1972*73 
elementary schools chess 
tournament was over. Large 
had organized 3.000 players to 
take part In It. 

This was not only by far the 
biggest such tournament in 
Canada, but also in North 
America. 

Hardly anyone thought 
Large could improve on that 
performance this year. 

But Large has now an¬ 
nounced that he expects 3,200 
pupils to take part in the 1973- 
74 C-FAX Elementary Schools 
Capital Region chess 
championship. 

Right now the competitors 
from Grade 1 to Grade 7 are 
playing off for their schools’ 
championships. Later they 
will continue playing off 
against other schools until 
there’s one winner for each 
grade. making seven 
champions in all. 

Large’s project is not only 
numerically strong — it has 
produced a number of quality 
players for stronger B.C. 
tournaments, some of them of 
obvious master calibre. 

With even more youngsters 
competing this time, it’s 


conceivable there will be 
additional talent emerging to 
enrich the over all provincial 
chess scene. 

Large and C-FAX are doing 
a fabulous job for chess and 
deserve full co-operation from 
all school boards in the Capital 
Region. 

Of course, the program is a 
continuation of a strong in¬ 
terest in chess, which has 
made B.C. one of the hottest 
chess areas in North America. 

Just the other day. four 
young B.C. players attended a 
powerful Holiday Open chess 
tournament in Seattle. 

The four were Canadian 
champion Peter Biyiasas; 
B.C. champion Bruce Harper; 
former B.C. champion Bob 
Zuk, and former B.C. junior 
titlist Jonathan Berry, all 
from the Lower Mainland. 

It was another clean sweep 
for B.C. chess, with the four 
masters taking the top four 
positions in the Holiday Open, 
in the above-mentioned order. 

It was the fifth consecutive 
U.S. tournament in the past 
few months that B.C. players 
have won, giving rise to 
speculations that U.S. tour¬ 
nament directors soon may be 
forced to take special 
measures against Canadian 
invaders. 

If they don’t, the U.S. 
balance of payments will 
continue to suffer.

Forest industry and 
International Woodworkers of 
America representatives have 
been told by Labor Minister 
Bill King to resume talks on 
wage adjustments for 
tradesmen. 

The two sides will meet 
Monday in Victoria. 

The la?t offer from Forest 
Industrial Relations of 
between three and 38 cents an 
hour disappointed tradesmen 
who went on wildcat strikes in 
late November, tying up 75 
per cent of the coast forest 
industry and idling about 
12,000 woodworkers. 

The men returned to work 
early in December, but IWA 
regional president Jack 
Munro warned at that time 
that there could be more 
trouble in the New Year if 
there was no settlement. 

Munro asked for a meeting 
with the industry to work out 
the mid-contract wage 
revisions but was turned 
down, and FIR insisted its 
November offer was final. 


Sooner or later, there will 
not be any advertising signs 
on the exterior of B.C. public 
transit buses, according to 
Municipal Affairs Minister

Lorimer said the timing of 
the move has yet to be 
arranged, and negotiations 
with advertisers are 
continuing.
